Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant suggested that the deficiencies of the Christian reference 
regarding the use of serially linked collection, preprocessing, and detection chambers are not addressed adequately by 
the Schnipelsky reference. Applicant further stated that although the admitted prior art does disclose the use of 
consecutively linked chambers, it would be impossible to incorporate this design in the apparatus of Christian. 
According to Applicant, the parallel reagent delivery structure of Christian is incompatible with the serial reagent 
delivery structure of the admitted prior art. This is especially true because Christian teaches that samples are injected 
directly at the detection area, thereby leaving no room to include the necessary collection and preprocessing areas..
